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Britain’s Story of Achievement Will Be 
Told At Brussels Exhibition

HE OPENING of the Brussels Universal and International Exhibition in April next year 

against the background of the proposed European Common Market and Free Trade Area, 

will constitute industrially the most significant meeting place of nations that has been known. 
With Britain’s home market embracing the major part of the Continent as well as the United 
Kingdom, the need. to project our industrial achievements and products before neighbour nations 
is of the utmost importance; indeed the timing of the exhibition could not have been better. 


Britain’s participation in the exhibition will be a two-part venture: there will be a United 
Kingdom Government Pavilion designed to assist in telling the story of Britain, and a British 
Industries Pavilion which is the responsibility of the Federation of British Industries through its 
subsidiary, British Overseas Fairs Ltd. The two pavilions will cover about five acres of the 500 acres 
of the exhibition as a whole. The largest section in the Industries Pavilion has been taken ~ Say 
British Electrical and Allied Manufacturers Association, with the co-operation of the Water- 
Boilermakers Association and five other trade associations. 

It was B.E.A.M.A. who arranged a visit to Brussels and the exhibition ds a few days ago 
by a number of London editors. We left from the new Air Terminal at Sromeene Road which 
has got away to a good start — it reduces by half an hour the time taken to reach London Airport 
when compared with the now disused Waterloo Air Terminal — and enjoyed the smooth efficiency 
and speed of the B.E.A. Viscount service from London Airport, always a joy given reasonably good 
weather. 

The scene of the exhibition with particular reference to the United Kingdom’s part and its 
implications was set by the British Ambassador, Sir Labouchere, at a luncheon at the Palace 
Hotel in Brussels. The theme of the exhibition, he said, would be the contribution of the different

countries of the world to the Advancement of Mankind. It was a 
direct descendant of the first International Exhibition of 1851 which 
was staged in London in Hyde Park. The last comparable exhibition 
was that of New York in 1939. Next year’s exhibition, to be held in 
park-like land opposite the Royal Palace at Laeken, was now in the 
course of construction. It would cover over 500 acres of ground, 
equivalent to about three times the size of Hyde Park, in which the 
British section has been allotted an imposing and convenient site. 

“This exhibition is in no sense a trade fair,’ the Ambassador con- 
tinued, ‘but at a moment when the expansion of European and world 
commerce has become a paramount issue, the eyes of the world will 
be upon the competitive aspects of advertisement and prestige it 
provides for prospective customers from all quarters of the globe. 
Without a doubt Brussels will be the stage for a display of national 
and international production and progress without precedent in 
post-war years. Something like 50 nations of the world will be par- 
ticipating. In addition the vital contribution to world co-operation 
of the United Nations, its specialized agencies and many national 
organizations will be on view for the first time, providing a significant 
and unique feature most appropriate to the exhibition theme. British 
participation in this enterprise is designed to cement her place in 
Europe and in the world as a leader of modern progress, while still an 
upholder of proud tradition. Quality and high craftsmanship com- 
bined with leadership and the latest industrial techniques will be its 
hallmark. 


Britain’s National Day

months from April 17 to October 19, 1958. We ourselves estimate 
that something like 20,000 people a day will visit the British pavilions, 
in which case from three to four million people from all over the 
world will see what we have to show. National days have been 
organized for the benefit of all nations which are exhibiting, and our 
own will be July 10, 11 and 12, during which special programmes 
will be arranged as highlights to the existing exhibition features. It is 
hoped that, with the co-operation of the British Council, these will 
include theatrical and musical events. The British section will consist 
of a large and imposing Government Pavilion, devoted to matters of 
national, historical and technological interest, and of an Industrial 
Pavilion for the display of all that is best and most up to date in 
British production. My impression is that our contribution, if not as 
large or as costly as those of the United States or of Russia, is 
artistically and materially one of which we can be proud and worthy 
of the great exhibition in which it will appear.” 


Speaking of the Industrial Pavilion the Ambassador said it was 
‘in a sense a prestige “shop window” for British Industry. The 
outside walls of the steel framed pavilion will be entirely of glass. By 
the time it is finished it will have cost £400,000 the whole of which 
will have been subscribed by British industry, and it will provide 
over 60,000 square feet of indoor exhibition space. Apart from that 
there will be outdoor exhibits and supporting features. Each of our 
main branches of industry will be taking part. To name just a few, 
there will be sections organized by I.C.1., the British Iron and Steel 
Federation, the Distillers Group, heavy engineering and textiles. 
But the Associations who are our hosts today, will have collectively 
the biggest exhibit in the British industrial pavilion, in which it 
occupies no less than 5,000 square feet, or one-eighth of the exhibition 
area of the pavilion.

Pavilions Strike a New Note 


The scene at the Exhibition ground near the Royal Palace can 
only be described as fantastic. The pavilions of the nations, sur- 
rounded and interspersed by autumn-tinted woodlands, are rising 
from ground in shapes at times weird and wondrous but always 
impressive. The day of the conventional pavilion at exhibitions has 
gone. Now each one aims at striking a new note in style and design 
while retaining its essential purpose. Huge cranes point giant fingers 
to the sky as massive steel girders are lifted, carried and lowered into 
position amid the incessant din of concrete mixers and electric drills 
and the stabbing glare of welding and cutting lamps. 


The sense of urgency in the work is stimulating to experience. 
Dominating the scene is the Atomium consisting of nine aluminium 
spheres each 18 metres in diameter, the whole reaching a height of 
110 metres. The spheres are connected by diagonal tubes which will 
contain escalators to enable visitors to move from one to another. 
Three of the spheres will be used as an exhibition of the peaceful 
uses of nuclear energy. There will be a lift to the topmost sphere 
which will have a panorama point and a restaurant. 


United Kingdom’s Pavilions 


Whatever may be said about the United Kingdom pavilions, one 
thing is certain: they will not be overlooked. They make no effort to 
compete with the grandiose conceptions of, for example, the pavilions 
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of the United States and the U.S.S.R. But they have something to 
say, and one suspects even at this early stage that they will say it in a 
manner that is forthright and effective. The aim of the architects of 
the British Government Pavilion has

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at the Glaxo Laboratories in 1948; the Melrose heart and lung 
machine recently developed at the Hammersmith Post-Graduate 
Medical School, London, which enables surgeons to gain direct 
access to the heart for operation; modern uses of radioastronomy for 
probing outer space; the revelation of the chemical base of heredity 
by the use of nucleic acid, and other discoveries. The section on 
Transportation and Communication will include sections devoted to 
Britain’s latest jet engines and the Transatlantic telephone cable. A 
new technique in cinematic presentation has been evolved to show the 
British people and what they are like at work and play. There will be a 
Court of Commonwealth Development, showing the influence of the 
British as a seafaring nation, and displays to indicate the character of 
the people, even to the extent of indicating that they do not always 
take themselves too seriously! Visitors will learn of Britain’s con- 
tribution to literature, drama and music, and in the Court of 
Invention they should get an idea of the many things which ‘started 
in Britain.’ 

Emerging from the trees the visitor will pass by a bridge over a 
small lake enlivened by boats and fountains to the glass walled British 
Industries Pavilion and Britannia Inn. 


‘Something to be Proud of’ 


Here we were received by Sir Norman Kipping, Director-General 
of the Federation of British Industries, who outlined the general 
purpose and scope of the exhibits and of the building. Some of the 
glass walls are already in position, and Sir Norman pointed to the 
clarity of the distortion-free glass. The display of industrial products, 
particularly in the atomic energy and electrical fields would, he said, 
be something of which the country could be justly proud. In addition 
to the industrial exhibits there would be a cinema, shops and an 
English inn. 

Mr. Sam Black gave details of the electrical and allied industry’s 
exhibit which will include an electronic tower as a centre piece. The 
display will of necessity be selective and concentrated, and prominently 
featured will be the achievements of the industry overseas, including 
the hydro-electric development at Owen Falls, Uganda and the 
Vancouver undersea power link. 

The pavilion has an umbrella-like roof of prefabricated aluminium 
supported by six central columns. Prominently situated and 
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brilliantly lit at night the building will draw visitors to an impressive 
display of what Britain has to offer. Inevitably the section taken by 
B.E.A.M.A. will be a principal attraction. In their space of 5,000 sq. ft. 
they are joined by other trade associations and they will show, among 
other things, the three Chambers of Energy which will tell the story 
of the generation of electricity and the use of conventional fuels 
compared with the new atomic power stations. Electric traction on 
road, rail, sea and by air will be portrayed and a massed display of 
models of electric locomotives will emphasize the contribution Britain 
has made to the railways of the world. A composite display will show 
the contribution of electricity to the productivity and modernization 
of other staple industries. Electronics will be explained by animated 
displays illustrating the uses of electronics in industry and medicine, 
for radio and television, for safety at sea and in the air. A domestic 
section will be in the form of a modern showroom housing representa- 
tive examples of Britain’s domestic electrical appliances, radio and 
television receivers. 

The British Iron and Steel Federation’s exhibit will emphasize 
the quality of our steel and show thematically the processing of the 
raw material and the various stages leading up to the production of 
the finished article. Power production will be represented by exhibits 
showing how this is generated from coal, water and oil, and by the 
latest developments in this field chosen by the Atomic Energy 
Authority and the Nuclear Power Plant Co. 


Picture of Industrial Life 


Contributions of many other British industries and individual firms 
will together form an exciting picture of our industrial life. Staple 
industries will be represented by firms whose names are world-famous. 
Among these industries will be heavy and light engineering plant and 
equipment; boilers and heating plant; compressed air, vacuum and 
hydraulic equipment; chains of all kinds; tapered roller bearings; 
thermal insulation; telephone equipment; motor car parts and 
accessories; chinaware and pottery; plastics; chemicals of all types; 
and textiles, including man-made fibres. A display by the Council of 
Industrial Design will reflect the increasingly high standard of design 
as well as workmanship embodied in consumer products.

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Commonwealth Support for 
European Free Trade Area 


‘THE PRESIDENT of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, attended 
the Cotton Board Conference at Harrogate on October 18 and wel- 
comed Lord Rochdale as Chairman of the Board in succession to 
Sir Raymond Streat. 


On the subject of imports of textiles from Asia, the President said 
that for the Government to impose new tariffs or quotas on Common- 
wealth goods would be a major change in policy. No one could foresee 
into what trouble such a course would lead us. The expansion of 
Commonwealth trade was a prime object of all British Governments. 
It was beyond dispute that the nations and territories of the Common- 
wealth could help each other by buying more from each other. This 
was not a pious hope, but a very practical proposition which was to be 
discussed at next year’s Commonwealth Trade and Economic Con- 
ference. With that Conference in the offing it would be particularly 
unpropitious and unwise to impose by unilateral action restrictions 
on Commonwealth imports into the United Kingdom. But as both 
the spokesmen of the cotton industry and the Government itself 
had recognised, it would be a very different thing if in the special 
circumstances of the trade in Asian cotton goods the export to the 
United Kingdom could be regulated and stabilized by voluntary 
agreement between the industries. In the long run it was in the interests 
of Commonwealth countries themselves that some such voluntary 
agreements should be made. 


Sir Cuthbert Clegg had been trying patiently to get voluntary 
agreements with India and Pakistan and the Government had been 
encouraging him. The President said he had informed Sir Cuthbert 
Clegg that, if the Lancashire industry could reach agreement with the 
industries in India and Pakistan about the level of their exports to the 
United Kingdom, then if the Governments of those countries were 
to ask the United Kingdom Government to police the industry 
agreements by import controls the United Kingdom Government 
would be prepared to do this. Such administrative action to implement 
an agreement between the industries on both sides would not, of

THE VALUE OF OVERSEAS TRADE recorded in September declined 
for the second month in succession, and the figures for both imports 
and exports were the lowest this year. Compared with August, 
imports at £308-4 million were £27 million lower, exports fell by 
£23 million to £246-3 million, and re-exports at £9-8 million were 
also £0-7 million down. The visible trade deficit of £52-3 million 
showed a further small improvement, but remained close to the 
average level of the earlier months of the year. 


The decline in trade in September was very largely seasonal in 
character; in recent years the summer check to export shipments 
arising from industrial holidays has tended to fall more heavily in 
September than in August, while September has for long been one 
of the lowest months for imports. As in August, the fall in exports 
was well spread over nearly all the main commodity groups. For 
imports, the decline was mainly in meat, cereals, sugar, wool, timber, 
ores and metals, and coal; much of it was directly seasonal, but the 
effect of falling commodity prices and lower freights was again evident. 


Although the lower level of exports in August and September 
brought the monthly average for the third quarter to 5 per cent. 
below the rate in the first half of the year, it was nevertheless as much 
as 8} per cent. above the third quarter of 1956, an appreciably greater 
increase than the advance of 6 per cent. shown earlier in the year. 
(The silver bullion repayments running from April 1956 to April 1957 
are excluded in all these comparisons.) Shipments in the third quarter 
last year, however, were somewhat affected by the requisitioning of 
shipping in the first stage of the Suez crisis (the delays being largely

to outpace the growth in exports. In each of the last two months 
imports have been only 4 per cent. above the corresponding 1956 
figures, compared with an average of 7 per cent. from March to July. 

improvement is wholly the result of the recent sharp fall in 
import prices: it appears that the underlying growth in the volume 
of arrivals is, if anything, accelerating a little and is now running at 
some 4 to 5 per cent. above a year ago. 


Imports in the whole first nine months of the year, which include 
an element of arrivals delayed from 1956 (equivalent to about 1 per 
cent. of the total) stand just over 6 per cent. in value and about 
34 per cent. in volume above the same period in 1956, In the first half 
of the year the increase in volume, after allowing for delayed arrivals, 
was very slight and higher prices and freights accounted for most of 
the increase; in the third quarter, however, this relationship was 
reversed. 


Re-exports showed a big increase in value in 1955 and 1956 —- 
although still remaining well below pre-war in terms of volume — but 
have fallen back a little so far this year, being £84 million (8 per cent.) 
less than in the first nine months of 1956. With a fall in Soviet Union 
purchases in the London market, rubber shipments were down in 
value by nearly a half, and this more than accounted for the whole 
decline. Trade in cotton and copper was also much lower, but re- 
exports of foodstuffs (particularly meat, dairy products and beer) 
increased and wool and furskins benefited from higher average prices. 


A re-export trade in platinum metal has also sprung up in recent 
months. Re-exports of rather a different kind from the traditional 
commodity trades, viz. machinery and transport equipment sent to 
the United Kingdom for overhaul, repair or adaptation, although 
still a relatively small item, have continued to increase this year; 
their development appears a natural consequence of the great volume 
of United Kingdom export sales of capital equipment over past 
years. 


Although the percentage rise in exports so far this year, and 
particularly in the most recent months, has been rather greater than 
that for imports, the actual value of the increase has been less (since 
exports are much smaller than imports) and the visible trade deficit 
has accordingly increased a little. In the third quarter it averaged 
£564 million a month, £4 million more than in the third quarter of 
1956, and for the whole first nine months it was £4 million a month 
more. 


The recently published figures of the balance of payments for the 
first half of 1957 (United Kingdom Balance of Payments 1954 to 
1957 —- Cmnd. 273) show, however, that the payments balance on 
visible trade was slightly better than in first half 1956 (a deficit 
of £25, million as against £33 million), in contrast to the widening 
of the ‘trade gap’ as recorded in the Trade and Navigation Accounts 
from £306 million to £342 million. In the balance of payments, 
imports are shown on a f.o.b. basis as against the c.i.f. basis of the 
T. and N. Accounts. The freight and insurance element in the latter 
increased very sharply in the first half of 1957 and imports in the 
balance of payments (which also contain certain other differences 
from the T. and N. Accounts in coverage and timing), were only 
4 per cent. higher than in first half 1956 compared with over 6 per 
cent. on the c.i.f. basis. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


Comparing the third quarter of 1957 with the first half year there

Sterling area imports are usually low in the third quarter for seasonal 
reasons and the decline this year included falls in arrivals of 
tea, cocoa, wool, dairy products, and sugar. Total exports to the 
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sterling area were £4 million a month lower in July-September than 
in the first half year. 

Imports from the dollar area in the same period were £7} million 
a month lower, reflecting chiefly a fall in shipments of petroleum 
from the United States, while from O.E.E.C. countries and ‘other 
non-sterling countries’ there were increases of £44 and £6 million a 
month respectively. Total exports to the non-sterling world were 
8 per cent. lower than the monthly ave for the first half year, a 
small rise in dollar exports being Bittoy of offset by rather heavy 
falls in shipments to O.E.E.C. countries (down by 14 per cent.) and 
to the ‘other non-sterling countries’ (down 84 per cent.). 

As a result of the larger fall in imports than in total exports the 
visible trade balance with the sterling area moved from a deficit 
of £13 million a month in the first half year to a surplus of £4 million 
a month in the third quarter, but the change in the balance with the 
non-sterling world was in the opposite direction, the deficit increasing 
from £44 million a month to £60 million. 

Taking the first nine months of 1957 as a whole compared with the 
same period of 1956, imports from the sterling area rose by £43 
million a month (3} per cent.). Higher imports of wool, tea, sugar and 
meat were partially offset by falls in dairy products, non-ferrous 
metals and rubber. Nearly all the increase in imports from non-sterling 
sources, which rose by about £16 million a month (8 per cent.), was 
from the dollar area. Imports from the United States increased by 
32 per cent. Arrivals from Puerto Rico and Colombia showed a 
substantial rise and those from Cuba, Venezuela, the Dominican 
Republic and Bolivia were also all higher. Imports from Canada, 
however, were lower by 7 per cent. Total imports from O.E.E.C.

Among the commodities showing fairly substantial increases in 
the volume of a this year are steelmaking materials; copper; 
tin ore; nearly all types of timber; newsprint, paper and board; cotton 
(the industry's stocks of which have been considerably increased); 
wool yarns and fabrics and cotton fabrics. Imports of a number of 
other staple materials have been practically unchanged, including 
wool, woodpulp and hides and skins, while the level of chemical 
imports has also been maintained, The improvement in the home 
production/demand relationship for steel has however led to a big 
fall in steel imports (in addition to the increase in exports); imports 
of aluminium, demand for which has been at a low level this year, 
and rubber (with the decline in re-export trade) have also been 
lower. 


Both coal and petroleum imports have been lower in volume this 
year. Imports of coal were down in quantity by about a half, to under 
24 million tons for the nine months. Petroleum imports, although 
increasing rapidly after the first quarter of the year, were still slightly 
lower for the whole first nine months, a fall of 7} per cent. im crude 
oil supplies being only partly offset by higher imports of refined 
products. 


The strong upward trend of recent years in imports of finished 
manufactures, both in investment and consumer goods, has per- 
sisted this year. In addition to a continued increase in a wide range of 
industrial plant and machinery, there have been steep rises in imports 
of bi aces and motor scooters.

Index of Retail Prices, September 


At September 17, the official index figure, which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at 
January 17, 1956 (taken as 100), was 106, the same figure as at 
August 13, Calculated to one decimal, the September index was 
106-1 compared with 106-4 for August. 


Between August 13 and September 17 there were reductions in the 
average prices of eggs, potatoes, apples and carrots. These reductions 
were partly offset by a number of increases, the most important being 
increases in the prices of tobacco and cigarettes.*

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Canadian Trade Mission to the 
United Kingdom 


As A RESULT of the recent talks between United Kingdom and 
Canadian Ministers in Ottawa a trade mission from Canada is to visit 
this country from November 22 to December 18. The Mission will be 
led by Mr. Gordon Churchill, Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
and the deputy leader will be Mr. James S. Duncan, Chairman of the 
Dollar Sterling Trade Council. i. 

The Mission is expected to comprise about 50 members including 
representatives of Federal and Provincial Governments and public 
corporations, senior executives covering a wide field of Canadian 
industry and commerce, and tatives of agriculture and 
labour.

Million a Year 


THE FIRST IMPRESSION gained at the three-day Corrosion 
Exhibition in London (October 15-17) was of the many alternatives 
available to-day, both in basic materials and in finishes, to users of 
‘equipment subject to corrosive influences.

to exceed £600 
A great part of this loss was unavoidable and must be accepted, 


- they said. But a proportion, however, could be averted by forethought 
jim: the design of structures and machinery, selection of corrosion 


resistant materials, by application of protective coatings, by the use 
of techniques such as cathodic protection and by actively fighting 


‘corrosion with inhibitors, rust-removers and other agents. 
‘Anti-Corrosion Week 


Tt was to encourage such forethought and anti-corrosion activity 
that the group organized their National Anti-Corrosion Week last 
week, of which the exhibition and a two-day Corrosion Convention 
at the Central Hall, Westminster, were part. Declaring the exhibition 


‘open, Mr. J. Harmer Nicholls, MP.  Pedilaesaianey Secretary to the 


Ministry of Works, warned that the effects of corrosion were some- 
thing ‘we ignore at our peril.’ It was in the national interest, he said, to 
ensure that machinery and equipment had the longest possible working 


life. 

The 57 exhibitors displayed the latest development and techniques 
in'such fields as neoprene-based pipe coatings, general rust protection 
products, flame cleaning, paints, plastic piping, protective oils, de- 
rusting processes, rubber and plastic materials, plastic coatings, 
de-ionisers, protective tapes, cathodic Protection, corrosion-resistant 
metals, . metallic coatings, glass felt tissues, anti-corrosive cements 
and bitumastic coatings. 

BX Plastics Limited, of Higham Station Avenue, London, E.4, 
provided a good illustration of the use of plastics as a substitute for 
metal with a display of chemical plant such as tanks, ducts and 

pickling baskets, racks and grills made of their Cobex 
rigid vinyl sheet. 


Adaptable Equipment 

Oxy-acetylene flame-cleaning equipment and photographs illustrat- 
ing its use over a wide field ranging from cleaning ship’s plating to 
pipe say = and bridge maintenance, were displayed by The British 
Oxygen Gases Limited, of St. James's, London, S.W.1. The same 
firm also displayed equipment that could be adapted for welding, 
cutting, yeaa | gouging and flame cleaning by fitting easily inter- 

heads. 


A dieplay demonstrating the scope of their CX3 alloy anodes in 
.protection of various structures against corrosion by sea 

and estuarine water was staged by Cathodic Corrosion Con 
Limited, of Dolphin , London, 8.W.1. F. A. Hughes & Co. 
Ltd., of Devonshire ouse, Piccadilly, London, W.1, who — 
developed a wide range of equipment for the cathodic protection o 
shipping, had as a centrepiece for their display a full sized assembly 
of their ‘Guardion’ Multi-Fin System for tanker cargo compartments. 


Coating Pipelines 

Principal exhibit on the stand of Wailes Dove Bitumastic Limited 
of Hebburn, County Durham, who supply bitumastic anti-corrosive 
products to ‘collieries, power stations, steel-works and other industries, 
was a model showing methods used to coat cross-country pipelines. 
While it is well known in America and the Middle East, the line 
travelling, coating and wrapping method of protecting pipelines 
hes been introduced only recently into Britain in connection with the 
Wales gas grid. 

A practical demonstration of the strength of their heat-resistant 
aluminium paint was provided by Detel Products Ltd., of South 
Ruislip, Middlesex, with a bunsen burner playing a flame on to one 
side of a piece of metal protected by the paint while water dripped 
on to the other side. 

The Chemical Industries Metals Division staged a 
display of their non-corrosive metals and alloys at work in power 
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generation, building, transport and the oil and chemical industries. 
Of particular interest was a display illustrating the superiority of the 
corrosion resistance of titanium over that of other metals such as 
stainless steel, silicon bronze, cupro-nickel and aluminium bronze. 


Tropical Conduit 

Of particular interest to those concerned with maintaining electrical 
conduit in corrosive atmospheres, such as in tropical areas, was_the 
display of PVC non-metallic conduit and fittings by EGA Electric 
Limited, of Wednesbury, Staffordshire. The company report that 
their conduit is being used by chemical works, county councils and 
electricity boards at home as well as by industries in such places as 
Nigeria, Singapore, Hong Kong and Ceylon. 

A new development in metal coatings was the technique of plating 
plastic products exhibited by Metaltreat Limited, of Canal Road, 
Bradford. The firm showed objects such as car handles and door 
knobs that had been copper, nickel and chromium plated and working 
parts such as bobbins and pirns that were plated to resist wear. 


Lord Hailsham in Exhibition Film 


LORD HAILSHAM Q.c., until recently Minister of Education, 
contributed a filmed foreword to the film of the Sixth Electrical 
Engineers Exhibition, which was shown at the Cafe Royal, London, 
on October 15, before a specially invited audience representing 
embassies and legations, government departments, educational and 
learned societies, the Armed Forces, home and overseas Chambers 
of Commerce, electrical and other trade associations, electrical 
manufacturers, and the technical and daily Press. 

In his foreword Lord Hailsham said: “There can be no doubt that 
the electrical industry as a whole is of enormous importance in our 
national economy and this film gives a striking picture of its diversity 
and strength.’ In such an industry, responsible for an annual produc- 
tion of about £1,200 millions, of which a quarter is for export, only 
the very highest standards of design and craftsmanship were good 
enough. 

Lord Hailsham went on to say that during his term in office as 
Minister of Education he had the privilege to preside for 2 time over 
the great expansion programme in technical education, which is 
ores to provide the country with the technologists, technicians 

and craftsmen which it needs if we are to keep our place in the world. 
The provision of systematic education and training had been very 
much in the minds of the Government and therefore he had been 
particularly impressed by the accounts which he had received of the 
special educational feature of the exhibition. 

Of the exhibition itself, Lord Hailsham says that it is ‘. . a testimony 
to the fertility of invention and resource in the electrical industry, 
and to the regard which its representatives pay to the education and 
training of future electrical engineers.’ 


1958 Electrical Engineers Exhibition 


Tue 1958 ELECTRICAL ENGINEERS’ EXHIBITION which takes 
place at Earls Court from March 25-29, will again be larger than in 
previous years. Next year’s display will cover almost half-a-million 
square feet and, in addition to the ground floor, the entire first floor 
of Earls Court will be used, 

Among displays of general interest will again be a feature covering 
education in the industry and it is also planned to have a special 
section to illustrate the many important uses of electricity in hospitals.

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Sales of Plastics Materials in 
First Half of 1957 


Saves of plastics materials in the first half of 1957 amounted to 
196,000 tons, nearly 19 per cent. (31,000 tons) higher than in the 
first six months of 1956. This represented a sharp recovery in the 
rate of increase which had slowed down in the early months of 1956, 
Exports were 8,000 tons higher than a year earlier (52,500 tons 
compared with 44,500 tons) and accounted for 27 per cent. of total 
sales. Increased imports plus higher sales of home produced plastics 
materials resulted in additional consumption of something like 
25,000 tons by the home market compared with a year earlier. 

The rise in total sales of plastics materials continued to be largely 
the result of increased sales of thermoplastic materials which were 
almost a third higher than in the first half of 1956. The most marked 
increases occurred in sales of polythene (over 40 per cent.), poly- 
styrene and vinyl chlorides (in particular plasticized sheet). 

Total sales of thermosetting materials were 5 per cent. greater 
than in the first half of 1956. The improvement was shared by all 
types of materials in this group with the exception of casein which 
fell by over 30 per cent. Sales of polyesters and epoxide resins, although 
only a small proportion of the total, continued to increase at a much 
higher rate than other thermosetting materials. 

The figures in the following table were compiled from returns 
from over 150 firms known to have been manufacturing plastics 
materials, whether for sale or for use in the production of plastic 
goods or other goods containing plastics materials. Paint manu- 
facturers who make plastics materials, e.g. alkyd resins, for incorpora- 
tion in their finished products, are included. Firms making cables 
who manufacture plastics materials from purchased resins are 
excluded. Synthetic materials for use as iles are also excluded. 
The figures are free of any duplication or double counting of plastics 
materials at the different stages of production. 

An explanation of the method of collecting the figures was given 
in the first article in this series published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on November 20, 1955.

New Research Station for D.S.I.R. 
at Stevenage 


THE RESEARCH COUNCIL of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research has decided to replace the present Fuel Research 
Station at Greenwich, where it would be uneconomic to spend more 
money on the buildings, by a new Research Station at Stevenage, 
Herts. This decision has led to a very careful review of the present-day 
needs for research and in consequence the programme of the new 
station will differ markedly from that of the old one. 

The state of fuel research in Great Britain has changed a great deal 
since the Fuel Research Station was set up in 1917. At that time there 
was a need for the Fuel Research Station to cover the whole field of 
research on solid, liquid and gaseous fuels. Since then, the work of 
the Station, in opening up the field and in pointing the way for further 
work, has led to the growth of other organizations for research on 
fuels, 

The work of the new station will not therefore be confined to the 
field of fuel research but will include any other selected investigations 
requiring staff and facilities. 

The estimated cost of the station, including the site, is some 
£750,000, Work on the site has already begun and it is hoped to start 
occupation in the autumn of 1958 and to complete the station in the 
spring of 1959,

Although the Continental routes are still the major users of air 
traffic and had an increase in air passengers of 22 per cent., there was 
a sharper rise on the non-European routes (31 per cent.), particularly 
by people travelling by air from the United Ki to Canada, 
Nearly three times as many passengers travelled to Canada by air 
in January to June of this year compared with last year and most of 
this increase is to be attributed to emigration. 

The emigration of Commonwealth citizens direct by sea to countries 
outside Europe has risen by 25 per cent. so far this year, the increase 
being almost entirely in emigration to Canada. 


Continental Countries 


The number of passengers travelling to and from the Continent 
rose 8 per cent. by the sea routes and 22 per cent. by air compared 
with the first six months of last year. Most of the increase by sea 
was on the French and Belgian routes, principally through Dover and 
Folkestone. About half the traffic was carried on British ships, the 
proportion being about the same as a year ago. 


Irish Republic and Channel Islands 
There was only a slight change in the total passenger 
between the United Kingdom and the Irish Republic during January 
to June 1957 compared with the same period in 1956; air traffic rose 
by 7 per cent. and sea traffic by 2 per cent. 
Passenger movement with the Channel Islands rose 16 per cent. 
by sea and 34 per cent. by air. 


Non-European Countries 


The total number of passengers from non-European countries to 
the United Kingdom was 5 per cent. less than a year ago. There 
was a fall in the number of visitors coming from the United States, 


in arrivals by sea. Arrivals by air rose, and for the first time almost 
equalled those by sea. 

Passenger movement from the United Kingdom to countries outside 
Europe rose 25 per cent. compared with the same period last year. 
The rise, both by sea and by air, is accounted for mainly by the

United Kingdom Could Supply Capital 
and Other Equipment to Formosa

The following article has been written by H. M. Deputy Consul; Tamsui, Formosa. The Commercial Relations and 
Export Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any questions 
arising from the article. 


FORMOSA, KNOWN ALSO AS TAIWAN, lies across important Far 
Eastern trade routes..From 1895, the island was under Japanese 
control for 50 years then at the end of World War If the Chinese 
Nationalist administration took over from the Japanese. The United 
Kingdom withdrew recognition from the Nationalists when (the 
government in Peking was recognized as the Government of China 
gome seven years ago, but this does not mean that British trade with 
Formosa has to be ruled out. United Kingdom exports to Formosa 
in 1956 amounted to £1,010,304 and imports from Formosa were 
£1,351,378. 


Formosa is still an under-developed country although by Asian 
standards the Formosan standard of living is high. This is due to two 
factors of which the first is the great natural fertility. There are two 
crops a year and the Formosan countryside is obviously prosperous; 
sugar is the main export, with production in 1956/7 at about 860,000 
metric tons and tea, rice, pineapple, citronella and essential oils are 
among the more valuable local products. 


Cheap Electric Power 


The second factor in Formosa’s comparative prosperity is American 
aid in the form of economic and military support. Direct economic 
aid has been running at the rate of about 100 million United States 
dollars per annum since 1951 and has helped Formosa in its 
industrialization programme. The output of electric power, which is 
cheaper in Formosa than anywhere else in the world except Norway, 


has been increased and the availability of cheap power has helped a 
number of. small industries to emerge and develop. 

In textiles, Formesa has become entirely self-supporting since 
World War II, while in fertilizers it is now much nearer its goal of 
self-sufficiency. Some cheaper consumer goods - fans, plastics, 
bicycles, sewing machines —- can even be exported. 

The aim of the Formosan development programme is to bring 
about independence of foreign aid. It postulates a reduction of 
imports from abroad, especially consumer goods. Anything that 
can be produced locally automatically becomes a suspended of 
prohibited import. This means that certain categories of goods ranging 
from manufactured clothing and nearly all foodstuffs, to very many 
industrial manufactured and. semi-manufactured products cannot 
be imported into Formosa. But capital items and the manifold types 
of equipment necessary for the carrying out of a development pro- 
gramme are needed and will continue to be needed so long as 
industrialization continues with United States assistance. 


400 Invitations to Tender 


British businessmen interested in trading with Formosa would 
be well-advised to begin by studying the invitations to tender which 
are put out by the Central Trust of China (C.T.C.), the official 
purchasing agency, and sent by the British Consulate in Tamsui to 
Export Services Branch, Board of Trade, for them to circulate 
through their Special Register Information Service. There is apparently 
a widely-held belief that. because .much. development. in. Formosa 
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Capital Equipment for Formosa (Continicd) 


is financed by American aid funds (though by no means all, as C.T.C. 
tenders are being increasingly financed by government-provided 
foreign exchange) all the contracts that are going are inevitably 
restricted to American firms. 

This is far from being the case. Last year the Consulate received 
and passed on to Export Services Branch, 40Q-invitations to tender. 
Of these 294 were world-wide; 90 were world-wide, with the excep- 
tions of Hong Kong and Japan; while the remainder were restricted 
to the United States of America and its possessions and O.E.E.C. 
countries. The number of ‘United States only’ invitations put out 
by the C.T.C. is believed not to have exceeded ten. In other words, out 
of some 410 invitations to tender issued by the C.T.C. in 1956 British 
firms could have made bids for 400. 


Businessmen should note that the specifications required by 
the C.T.C. must conform with American standards or practice or 
their equivalent. It is important to bear in mind also that Formosa 
and Japan have an annually-renewed bilateral agreement; under the 
barter p~ovisions of this agreement a good deal of foreign exchange 
is generaied in Japan for Formosan government purchases with the 
result that a good many orders which might otherwise go elsewhere 
go to Japan. 


British Merchant Houses in Formosa 


There is considerable United Kingdom interest in the Formosan 
tea trade and British firms handle much of the island’s foreign ship- 
ping, including the weekly steamer service to Hong Kong. The 
British merchant houses in Formosa already have a fairly full comple- 
ment of agencies but there are many reputable and efficient Chinese 
firms, some of which specialize in C.'T.C. tender business. 

What about the more obvious travel difficulties such as hotel 
accommodation and language? If booked in advance, good rooms 
at the western-style Grand Hotel or the Friends of China Club in 
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Taipei can usually be obtained. Visiting businessmen will find 
that English is widely spoken in Chinese business, banking and 
industrial circles in Taipei and. that their reception in Formosa 
is friendly: and helpful: ‘Travel on the island to the major towns 
outside Taipei is possible by road, rail or air, though hotel accommoda-~ 
tion is sometimes rather poor, The countryside is peaceful, the roads 
fairly good and the scenery magnificent, The climate is sub-tropical 
and not°unlike that of Hong Kong, although the winters are cooler 
and damper. 

Entry permits have to be obtained through Chinese Nationalist 
embassies and consular offices abroad. The most convenient for 
United Kingdom-based businessmen are Brussels (19, Boulevard 
General Jacques) or Paris (11 Avenue George V, 8e). There are also 
Chinese Nationalist representatives in Rome, Bangkok, Manila, 
Macao, Seoul, Tokyo and Washington. To get an entry permit, a 
business visitor has to.nominate a guarantor or sponsor in Formosa 
and this would normally be the firm or agency with which he is 
dealing. 

Travel to Formosa is easy. There is a weekly steamer service 
between Hong Kong and Keelung. The flying time between Hong 
Kong and Taipei (nine flights a week, including Viscounts), is little 
more than 24 hours. Between Tokyo and Taipei there are ten flights 
a week and flying time is 5/6} hours. The fare for the Hong Kong- 
Taipei-Tokyo flight is exactly the same as that for the direct Hong 
Kong-Tokyo flight. A stop over in Taipei therefore costs little extra 
in time or money for anyone on a Far Eastern tour. 

With its population of 10 million, Formosa provides a market 
which should certainly not be ignored, particularly in view of its 
hard currency purchasing power, and there is no reason why many 
more British firms should not explore the opportunities offered.

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Trade and Financial Agreements | 


Extension of Anglo-Japanese Trade 
Arrangements 


By AN EXCHANGE OF NOTES signed today in Tokyo between 
H.M. Ambassador and the Japanese Foreign Minister, the trade 
arrangements concluded last February and covering the year ended 
September 30, 1957, have been extended, with a few minor changes 
in the trade quotas, until March 31, 1958. 
The changes include: 
(a) Japanese Imports from the United Kingdom 
For three items, of which acetone is the most im- 
portant, the import quotas have been reduced. On the 
other hand, the quotas for leather, musical instruments, 
textile auxiliaries and a few other items have been 
increased, and three small new quotas have been estab- 
lished. Apart from these changes all the quotas are 
maintained at the levels fixed under the previous 
arrangements. 
In addition, pineapple juice will be excluded from 
the quota for fruit juices, cordials and squashes, while 
imports of polished glass in sheet will no longer be 
confined to glass required for vehicle safety glass. 
(b) United Kingdom Imports from Japan 
Provision has been made for a small increase in the 
imports of canned salmon and a corresponding reduction 
in the imports of canned tuna. Otherwise all the quotas 
remain at the previous level. 
As in the past, the greater part of the trade between the United 
Kingdom and Japan takes place outside the quota arrangements. It 
is expected that it will continue at about the current levels. 


Western Germany and Hungary 


DISCUSSIONS ABOUT TRADE took place in Bonn recently between 
representatives of the Federal German and the Hungarian Govern- 
ments. The discussions were concluded with the signing of a Protocol 
covering the exchange of goods between the two countries during the 
six months ending December 31, 1957. 

Hungarian exports to Germany will be mainly agricultural such as 
cattle for slaughter, poultry, seeds, oils and fats, bed feathers and 
various other agricultural products. German exports to Hungary will 
be mainly in the industrial sector and will include chemical products, 
rubber, textiles, iron and steel, metal goods, machinery and electro- 
technical products.

The Netherlands and Poland 


FOLLOWING NEGOTIATIONS in Warsaw, new trade arrangements 
between the Netherlands and Poland have been agreed. The new 
arrangements are valid for the period from August 1, 1957, until 
July 31, 1958, and follow closely the pattern set by those for the 
previous period. The value of the goods to be exchanged has, however, 
been increased from Florins 66 million to Florins 92 million. 

The main Dutch exports are: agricultural products, vegetable and 
animal fats and oils, herrings, cattle, fertilizers, chemical and pharma- 
ceutical products, metal products, and electro-technical goods. 
Polish exports include: brewers’ barley, seeds, various agricultural 
products, horses, metal products, chemical products, ceramic goods, 
wood and wood products, and leather products. 


Italy and Yugoslavia 
AN ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL to the Italo-Yugoslavian Trade Agree- 
ment of March 31, 1955, and a Payments Agreement were signed in 
Rome on August 3, 1957. 
Under the terms of the protocol, which is applicable from the date 
of signature, both countries re-affirm their intention to encourage and 
facilitate reciprocal exchanges, taking into account the current 
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traditional trade. The Italian Government will allow free import of 
all Yugoslavian products withia,few excéptions for which quotas — the 
principal ones are those -for oxen, , draught horsesand horses 
for slaughter, tanned. pigskine amd refractories—have been 
established. yr £5 


Under the terms of the Payments Agreement, Yugoslavia has now 
been included in the transferable Lira area and payments between 
Italy and Yugoslavia may be settled in the currencies of countries 
belonging to the European Payments Union and to the multilateral 
arbitrage system through foreign multilateral lire accounts. The 
Payments Agreement, which has been in ‘operation since August 18, 
1957, may be denounced by either of the Contracting Parties on three 
months’ notice. 


Pakistan and Syria 
THE TRADE AGREEMENT between Pakistan and Syria which was 
signed in Karachi in December, 1955 and announced in the Board 
of Trade Journal of January 14, 1956 (page 71), came into force with 
effect from September 26, 1957, when instruments. of ratification 
were exchanged in Damascus. 


The agreement provides for the export among others of such 
goods as tea, hides, fertilizers, sports goods, surgical and musical 
instruments, cutlery, carpets and rugs, machinery and sanitary fittings 
from Pakistan in return for tobacco, artificial silk..yarn, glass sheets, 
aniseed and food grains. 


The Trade Agreement is. initially valid for a period of one year 
and will be automatically renewed each year unless notice of termina- 
tion is given by either party at least three months before the expiry 
date.

France and Greece 


A PROTOCOL extending the Commercial. Agreement of June 25, 
1956, between Greece and France for the period July 1, 1957, to 
June 30, 1958, was signed in Athens on June 28. 


An annex to the protocol provides for the import into Greece from 
Morocco of perfumes and other products in return for which Morocco 
will import from Greece, currants, mastic, cigarettes, oil stoves, and 
other products. 


Italy and Iran 


THE ITALIAN Ministry of Foreign Trade have announced that the 
validity of the quota lists annexed to the Italo-Iranian Commercial 
Protocol of September 15, 1954, has been extended for a further year 
from September 15, 1957, to September 14, 1958,

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Success of British Fortnight 
in Colombia 


BRITISH FORTNIGHT in Bogota, Colombia, has just brought to a 
successful close the series of lectures, films and cultural events which 
coincided with the exhibition of technical books sent out from London 
by the British Council.

The exhibition of technical books on engineering, physics and 
architecture, round which the ‘British Fortnight’ was planned, will 
be shown in universities at Popayan, Cali, Manizales and Bucaramanga 
and on completion of its tour the books will probably be dispersed 
among several universities. 


Importations by Parcel Post 
to Nigeria 


IN ORDER TO EXPEDITE delivery of inward parcel mails, the 
Nigerian Department of Posts and Telegraphs is setting up a central 
office at Apapa at which all surface parcel mails for Nigeria will be 
sorted and dealt with by Her Majesty’s Customs. 


For the scheme to succeed, each commercial parcel must be accom- 
panied by a copy of the relevant invoice securely attached to the outside 
of the parcel and prominently marked ‘Invoice.’ When several parcels 
are sent in one consignment by one mail, one invoice will suffice to 
cover all parcels; if each parcel is numbered, the number of the parcel 
to which the invoice is attached should be clearly shown on every 
parcel in the consignment; and the invoice itself should clearly state 
the number of parcels to which it relates. 


Each commercial parcel despatched to Nigeria by air mail should 
similarly have an invoice securely attached to the outside.

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Monetary Restitution Liabilities 
of German Reich 


A VERY GENERAL indication is given below of the main purposes 
of the Federal German Law for the Settlement of the Monetary 
Restitution Liabilities of the German Reich and Legal Entities of 
Equal Legal Status, of July 19, 1957 (Bundesrueckerstattungsgesetz). 
Copies of the Law may be obtained either from Bundesanzeiger- 
Verlag G.m.b.H., Bonn (Bundesgesetzblatt Sect. I, No. 32 of July 
23, 1957, price 40 pfg. and postage), or from Interbook Ltd., 12 
Fitzroy Street, London, W.1. If in doubt, persons interested are 
advised to consult a lawyer practising in German Law. Advice 
may also be obtained from the Federal German Embassy, 21/23 
Belgrave Square, London, S.W.1, or from any Federal German 
Consulate, from whom the necessary application forms and an 
explanatory leaflet concerning the submission of claims may be 
obtained. 


The Law deals only with monetary restitution liabilities of the 
former Reich and certain other specified legal entities. It does not 
cover physical restitution of identifiable property. The Law provides 
for the filing and satisfaction of claims and 


(1) creates certain new categories of monetary restitution claim: 
(i) in respect of effects — mainly household effects — of emi- 
grants or intending emigrants which were seized in transit 
outside the Federal area, and 
(ii) by bringing the restitution legislation applicable to the 
former French Zone into line with that of the remainder 
of the Federal area makes possible claims for compensatory 
payments. 


(2) re-opens the filing period for monetary restitution claims: 


Any persons who were entitled under the legislation for the 
restitution of identifiable property in force in the former Western 
zones of Germany and Western Sectors of Berlin and who become 
entitled under the provisions of the new law to claim either the 
restitution of a specific sum of money or damages for the failure to 
restore identifiable property restorable under that legislation, may 
now file a claim for the payment of such sum of money or such 
damages. This applies both when no claim has been previously filed 
under the restitution legislation hitherto in force and when claims 
which had been filed were rejected or were withdrawn or renounced 
by the claimant. 


Claims, including those in respect of categories now possible for 
the first time, must be submitted, in quadruplicate, before April 
1, 1958, to the competent Central Filing Agency as under: 


For the former British Zone: Verwaltungsamt fuer innere 
Restitutionen, Stadthagen, Obernstrasse 29. 


For the former United States Zone: Verwaltungsamt fuer 
innere Restitutionen, Aussenstelle Muenchen, Muenchen 2, Deroy- 
strasse 4/11. 

For the Western Sectors of Berlin: Haupttreuhaender fuer 
Rueckerstattungsvermoegen, Berlin, W.30, Nuernbergerstrasse 53-55. 


Procedure for the filing of claims for the area of the former French 
Zone is somewhat different — involving the Land Courts and Ober- 
finanzdirektionen — and full details of this are given in the explanatory 
leafiet referred to above. 


Arrangements for Chinese Technical Mission

Note: This Order provides for Customs Tariff changes in respect 
of paints and related products, following a public Tariff inquiry 
held in September 1955. Some of the items concerned have been 
rearranged and some rates of duty have been increased on zinc 
oxide (certain qualities only), dry white lead, kalsomine, cement-based 
paints, metallic soaps n.e.i., driers and thinners n.e.i., paints mixed 
ready for use, varnishes, preparations for removing paint and varnish, 
and putty and woodfillers. Rates of duty have been reduced on 
fused gums and resins, and on collodion-base varnish for correcting 
stencils. The specific rates of duty on white lead ground in oil have 


been replaced by ad valorem rates, as also has the specific rate under 
the General Tariff on putty and woodfillers. 


The effect of the Trade Agreements with Australia and Canada 
(Paints and Related Products) Order, 1957, is to remove the duty 
on fused gums and to reduce the duty on collodion-base varnish 
for correcting stencils. The texts of the relevant portions of Tariff 
items 394 and 397 in the Trade Agreement with Australia and of 
Tariff items 105 and 397 in the Trade Agreement with Canada are 
brought into conformity with the Tariff as amended.

The indication must be applied to each dry cell battery in a form 
which can be seen, either by letters clearly stamped or printed on the 
side of the battery, or: by transfer or label in contrasting colour on 
the side of the battery. 

The Order does not apply to any dry cell battery shown to have 
been imported into, or manufactured in, New Zealand before 
December 31, 1957.
